Gotman only tests one d.e a, a 
toe and to the extent that references such as Atkins teach testing of multiple crcmts 
simJitaneously, there is no suggestion of testing in subsets selected such that adjacent devices are 

not tested simultaneously. 

Claims 23-26 are accordingly allowable along with the other claims. 

In view of the foregoing, favorable reconsideration and allowance of this application are
